are available to meet the interest). 
Interest on savings and deposit ac- 
counts is considered as received

withdrawal, 
irrespective of 


whether he withdraws it or nol. 
Other intcrcsl is considered ns re- 
ceived when paid or made avail- 
able to the holder of Ihe obligation. 


Sometimes, notes are sold at u 


discount and redeemed at the face 
amount. 
While such discount is 


frequently considered interest 
in 


the commercial sense, for tax pur- 
poses it represents a gain from sale 
or exchange of property and is not 
reported us interest, but as a gain 
under item 8.
